Gas System Storage Tank 
To Arrive This Week 


With its 25,000-gallon. 72-foot 
storage tank expected in Vulcan 
on Thun day. Central Gas Utilities 
(Vulcan) Limited on Tuesday an¬ 
nounced the npiiointmcnt of two 
well-known local citizens to the 
company's board of directors. 
They are Maxwell R. Morrison, O. 
B.E., Chrysler and Massey-Harris 
dealer for Vulcan district, and 
John M. Jamison, barrister and 
solicitor. 

While the Vulcan gas air-mix 
plant and distributing system .has 
been financed by the parent com¬ 
pany, Central Gas Utilities Ltd., 
the Vulcan subsidiary was incor¬ 
porated to carry on the local de¬ 
velopment and provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for Vulcan residents to in¬ 
vest in their own utility, it was 
explained in a news release Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Offering of $100,000 worth of 
bonds bearing 5 percent interest is 
announced in an advertisement by 
the Company's fiscal agents, Lau¬ 
rence B. Gibson Investments Lim¬ 
ited, Calgary, in this issue of the 
Advocate. Representatives will be 
in Vulcan for the next ten days to 
c'iscuss details with investors in¬ 
terested in the local utility con¬ 
cern’s investment prospects, it was ‘ 
announced. 

Held up by strikes, manufactur¬ 
ing difficulties and shipping prob¬ 
lems, the big storage tank, which 
has been expected almost daily 
since th" first of this year, left 
Vancouver on three flat cars early 
this week, and should reach Vul¬ 
can Thlrsday morning, after being 
re-routed from Calgary Wednes¬ 
day. It would take from ten days 
do two weeks to install all neces¬ 
sary equipment, according to J 
M. Pryde, president of Utility En¬ 
gineering, who were awarded the 
general installation contract, 

The tank, which is 72 feet long 
and 9 feet in diameter, weighs 42 
tons and has a capacity of 25,000, 
imperial water, gallons. When Vul¬ 
can is being supplied with gas at 
the present estimated maximum, 
the tank's capacity will provide 
for several month’s supply. It 
would be ket filled by Western 
Propane Limited under a long¬ 
term contract, 

As soon as tanks and air-mix 
equipment are set up and ready 
for operation, the gas mains 
which were laid last year will be 
tied into the system, and it will be 
ready fop service crews to com¬ 
plete, test and certify customer 
installations, the Advocate was 
told. Present plans by company 
officials are to have official op¬ 
ening ceremonies as soon as gas 
can be piped into the first home or 
business installation, probably in 
legs than a month.

Seek Support For Project 


Red Cross F.U.A. Want 
Seed Cleaning Plant Here 


At a recent meeting of the Red 
Ct oss fcU.A laical, prospects of 
the establishment of a grain- 
cleaning station at Vulcan were 
discussed. 

, It was the general opinion that 
such a unit should Ik- located In 
Vulcan, the county seat, and that 
it would be a great asset to the 
town and the surrounding districts. 
Tnc support of other local organ¬ 
izations is needed before any act¬ 
ion can he taken on the project 
and it is hoped that this support 
will be forthcoming. 

One of the first steps to be tak¬ 
en to secure a seed-cleaning sta¬ 
tion here would be the establish¬ 
ment of an Agricultural Service 
Board by the County of Vulcan. 
Such Service Boards have eithei 
three or flvp members, appointid 
yearly by the County Council. 
When the Board consists of three 
Members, one must a member of 
th/ Council, one may be any rate¬ 
payer of the County, and the third 
member must be an officer of the 
Department of Agriculture, nntn- 
inated hy the minister of agricult¬ 
ure. if five meifvbers are required 
on the Board, two are members 
of the Council, two are ratepayers 
and the fifth is an officer of the 
Department. The Board acts in an 
advisory capacity to the County 


Council and the Department 
Agriculture. 

According, to information sc 
I»li”d the Advocate, assistance 
the construction of a seed-cicani 
plant can be had if an agreeme 
is reaches! between ’ the Depa 
n.ent of Agriculture and t 
County Council. The Depa si rrn 
would rontrlbuM up io $13,0 
provided the farmers raised* 
equal or greater amount by sh« 
capital and, also, provided 1 
County's contribution was eqt 
to that of the Department.

This chemical be¬ 
longs to Oy family known as 
polyelect rolites. This family of 
chemicals are characterized by 
molecules which carry electrical 
charges, usually negative.

Many claims are being made for 
Krilium. concerning its beneficial 
effect to the soil, the chief bene¬ 
fit deriving from an improvement 
of soil structure. It has been 
claimed that when'Krilium is ap¬

the aeration of the soil. When 
this takes place there will be a 
le.se ned tendency for a soil to 
bake or crust following a heavy 
rain. Since the water holding cap¬ 
acity of the soil is increased, its 
susceptibility to water erosion 
would be lessened. Soil aeration is 
quite an important factor in low 
l> ing soils as such soils tend to be¬ 
come water logged and exclude 
sufficient oxygen to supply the 
nutrifying bacteria which are 'es¬ 
sential to change natural occuring 
soil nitrogen into a form that can 
be taken up by the roots of the 
plant. 

Krilium came under discussion 
at the recent meeting of the Am¬ 
erican Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science. Earl tests 
conducted in the U.S. were report¬ 
ed on. The reports received were 
extremely favorable. These tests, 
which have not been conducted 
over a sufficient period of time for 
conditions to be conclusive, were 
very promising but are looked up¬ 
on as merely an indication of 
what the substance Krilium may 
be able to accomplish in the 
hands of the practical farmer* 

Even the research men of the 
Mansanto Chemical Company are 
of tfie' opinion that several more 
years of research are necessary 
before Krilium can be recommend¬ 
ed as a practical soil improving 
agent. 


Damp Storage 
Affects Germination 

Some work on the germination 
of tough and-damp winter wheat, 
reported from Sweden, should be 
of interest in view of the fact that 
much of our grain, being held for 
seed use, is in'a tough or damp 
condition. 

In a series of tests made with 
untreated seed wheat having 16.6 
percent to 23 per cent moisture 


one group was sown at once, a sec 
end four weeks later, and a third 
after eight weeks storage. Germ¬ 
ination was roughly the same at 
all moisture contents in the first 
lot. Germination decreased with 
rising moisture and length of stor¬ 
age in later tests. In the high 
moisture simples after two month 
storage, germination was almost 
destroyed oy mold growth. (Our 
grain will doubt less carry a heavy 
load of ordinary mold spores this 
season, much of it being thrrahed 
from straw blackened by fungus 
growth). 

Another test with seed wheat 
carrying 17. 18.5, 21.3 and 23.4 per 
cent moisture, was treated with a 
nurcurial dust. One series was 
sown immediately, while a second 
series w as sown after three weeks' 
storage. A drop in germination of 
2 percent, and over, occurred jn 
the samples having the two high¬ 
est moisture contents. It was 
shown thut the seed treatment did 
not cause this fall in germination. 

While weather conditions in 
Sweden are not directly compar¬ 
able to thoSl* in Alberta, the above 
results indicate the need for dry¬ 
ing grain intended for seed use; 
also the need for use of mercurial 
dusts in protecting seed from in¬ 
jurious fungus growths. 

Dr. A. W. Henry of the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, has just reported 
on studies of the effect of mercur¬ 
ial dusts on germination of stored 
tougl^and damp spring wheat. Re¬ 
sults indicate that Ceresan, Cere- 
san M, and Half-ounce Leytosan, 
used at recommended rates, pro¬ 
duce no injurious effects on germ¬ 
ination after six to eighteen 
months under conditions similar 
to average farm storage. 

An article by Dr. Henry on seed 
treatment of tough and damp 
grain appears in the January 1952 
issue of "Tlis Press Bulletin”. 
Copies of this publication may be 
obtained free of charge on appli¬ 
cation to the Department of Plant 
Science, University of Alberta.
